THE AFFAIRS OF THE PROVIDENT 
ASSOCIATION. 


THERE has naturally been much dissatisfaction 
among the members of the Booksellers’ and Sta- 
tioners’ Provident Association at the present con- 
dition of its affairs,which has resulted in unfriend- 
ly and unreasonable criticism of its officers and 
of its Board of Trustees. The criticism is un- 
reasonable, because to those who have followed 
closely the fortunes, or rather misfortunes, of 
similar associations, crises such as the Provi- 
dent Association now must deal with are not 
uncommon; they are, as we have maintained 
from the start, and have pointed out recently, 
inevitable, and scarcely to be avoided. Solong 
as the membership of such associations is young 
and increasing, its obligations are easily met. 
As the average life of the members nears the 
allotted life-span, and the accessions of new 
and younger members do not considerably out- 
number the average death-rate—they should 
now outnumber it at the rate of three to one—the 
existence of the association becomes a pre- 
carious one, if it is not actually in peril. 
Whether graded assessments, or the accumula- 
tion of ‘a large reserve fund— measures which 
practically would demand the machinery of a 
regular life insurance company, and when con- 
ducted by a small organization would involve 
expenses that might perhaps be greater than 
the natural income would justify—could help 
an assessment society, such as the Provident 


Association, to stéer clear of financial. difficul- 


ties, these are problems that still await solution. 
Mr. A. H. Clark, whose communication we are 


glad to print elsewhere, cites cases that would 


not, in our judgment, apply in the case of the 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Provident Associa- 
tion as it is now chartered to conduct its busi- 
ness. But his plan will no doubt receive 
careful consideration at the special meeting 
which is to take place on the evening of the 8th 
inst. at the Gramercy Lyceum, 117 West 23d 
Street, New York, which will be open to every 
member. The fate of the Bay State associa- 
tion, which a few years ago had a reserve fund 
of $200,000 and which recently has been forced 
into a receiver’s hands with a deficit of over 
$80,000, does not argue in favor of this kind of 
insurance business. 

As to the administration of the Provident 
Association, that we have reason to believe is 
above suspicion. Its officers and its Board of 
Trustees have given faithful service, and have 
received and distributed the moneys collected 
promptly, impartially, and honestly. The prin- 
cipal function of the officers was to investigate 
the applications for membership after the appli- 
cant had been passed upon by a physician, who 
in this case was connected with a prominent 
New York life insurance corporation, and was 
regarded as thoroughly competent to fill the 
position. That the officers acted deliberately in 
receiving new members is attested by the fact 
that, during the past ten years, at least, more 
applications were rejected than acted upon 
favorably. 

That the funds of the association were admin- 
istered honestly is a matter which each member 
can easily determine by,computing the amount 
paid and the number of members who paid 
their assessments. In fact, the figures—show- 
ing that $140,000 has been paid in amounts 
from $198 to $1000 to 154 claimants—in them- 
selves seem to tell the story. Furthermore, the 
secretary has been at all times ready to give 
access to his books to those who desired to ex- 
amine his accounts with the association. 

No salaries of any kind have been paid to 
any one connected with the administration of 
the affairs of the association, and the incidental! 
expenses have always been kept down to the 
lowest possible point. The secretaries, from 
the first one to the present one, whose work in- 
volved an enormous amount of detail and labor, 
gave their services with generosity. Not only 
did they give their services free, but many of 
them are personally out of pocket for advances 
made by them on account of delinquent mem- 
bers who at the time their assessments were 
due were‘unable for one reason or another to 
pay. This is true of almost every other officer 
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and member of the Board of Trustees. We 
have reason to know that the amount thus ad- 
vanced runs considerably over a thousand dol- 
lars that will never be made good. In view of 
this, to impeach the honesty of the officers seems 
gross injustice. 

The action of the officers in authorizing the 
issue of eighteen assessments almost simul- 
taneously has also been severely criticised by 
such of the members as have failed to ac- 
quaint themselves with the situation. Up to 
September there were eight death claims be- 
fore the Board of Trustees. Three of these 
were considered covered by the Reserve Fund 
of $3000, two were covered by an assessment, 
and three were pending investigation. It was 
supposed that in the ordinary course of events 
not more than five deaths were likely to occur 
before the end of the year. Instead of that ten 
deaths were reported in October alone, and 
others followed closely. In face of such a cal- 
amity the officers had no other alternative than 
to issue the assessments according to the pro- 
visions of Article XII., Sec. 5, of the Constitu- 
tion, in order to avoid any legal complications 
that might arise in case an importunate claim- 
ant pressed for payment. 

It has been erroneously supposed by many 
that the membership of the association had 
long ago reached the 1500 limit. Asa matter 
of fact the association never had above 1200 
paying members, and for the last five years it 
barely overlapped the thousand mark. Natu- 
rally the Reserve Fund was utilized when the 
crisis arrived. 

This much in review of the affairs of the as- 
sociation. Though the prospect at present is 
not a promising one, a number of the older 
members declare their readiness to keep the 
association alive at any cost. Whether meas- 
ures can be agreed upon to enable the associa- 
tion to continue its work will very likely be 
shown at the meeting next week. Inthe mean- 
time we would suggest to those who have not 
yet looked closely into the matter to do so 
calmly and deliberately, that they may go to 
the meeting in question prepared to give and 
to take advice and counsel. 


FOR A LITERARY INSTITUTE, 


THE Comparative Literature Society held its 
semi-annual meeting November 20, in the Car- 
negie Lyceum, New York. Charles Sprague- 
Smith, the Director, presided, and about 250 
members were present. .The topic presented 
for the consideration of the meeting was ‘‘ The 
Need of a Literary Institute,” Charles Dudley 
Warner, Advisory Councillor of the society, 
delivering the address on that subject. He 
said in part: 

‘* It is not for the purpose of literary produc- | 





tion that the establishment of a literary in- 
stitute is so necessary, but to cultivate literary 
appreciation and thus somewhat indirectly to 
raise the standard of production. 

‘‘In advocating the establishment of a liter- 
ary institute I do not imagine that we shall be 
able in this country to create a body of men 
whose dictum will be accepted as final in all 
matters pertaining to literature, but it is cer- 
tainly desirable to bring together in literary 
centres the best literary minds and havea sort 
of anexchange. Every other occupation has 
a fixed standard, and the results of such occu- 
pation can be judged as to actual materia} 
value, except literary achievement. Let a wom- 
au, for instance, send a poem to a magazine. 
She must depend entirely on the tender mer- 
cies of the editor. She has absolutely no way 
of ascertaining what the value of her work is. 

‘*A want felt all over the country, therefore, 
is the attainment of some standard or some 
way of guidance, and that object can only be 
accomplished bya literary institute. It will set 
up that needed standard. Jt will furnish a 
methodical system by which the producing 
mind shall have some idea, whether it is worth 
while to go on; in other words, it will be a place 
where a person can send a manuscript and find 
out if in the first crude effort there is some 
promise of better things. 

‘‘In the larger sense, however, the institute 
will have for its object the actual study of com- 
parative literature as it should be studied. On 
account of our isolation in this country, and 
through ignorance of any language but our 
own, our critics have fallen into an extra ap- 
preciation of their doings. The first thing the 
student of comparative literature discovers is 
that good literature already existed 1800 or 
2000 years before our era, and, furthermore, 
that the literature which has survived to this 
day is of a certain quality, and has endured 
because it expressed in true form the life of the 
time ; in other words, because it had style, and 
only by comparison can we judge what this 
style is. If you take up a novel of the pres- 
ent, you may find out very quickly whether it 
has the essential qualities of great literature. 
It may be of engrossing interest, it may have 
a good plot or exploit some fad; it may be 
audacious, and thus make you appreciate it in 
a certain way, but, judged by the universal 
standard, you may find that it adds nothing to 
the literature of the world. 

‘Through the institute the productions of 
this country would be vastly improved and in- 
creased, not in quantity but in quality. Such 
an institution would bring about a communion 
among literary spirits, cultivating and dissemi- 
nating ideas, and bringing about an intercourse 
of true sympathy among workers in the liter- 
ary field.” 

The Rev. Merle St. Croix Wright, Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees of the society, an- 
nounced that several prominent authorities had 
been induced to deliver a series of lectures 
on the dawn of literature in various lands. 

The first will be given on February 5 by Prof. 
Thomas Wilson, of Washington, on ‘‘ Man and 
His Wanderings”; On February 12 ‘‘ Nature 
and Man”? will be the subject of an address by 
Prof. N. S. Shaler, of Harvard; February 19, 
Prof. T. Wells Williams, of Yale, son of the 
famous Chinese historian, will speak on ‘‘ The 
Dawn of Literature in Chinaand Japan”’; Feb-

explain ‘‘ The Dawn of Literature in India,” 
and will add the lantern slide ; March §, Prof. 
C. H. Toy will address the society upon ‘‘ The 
Dawn of Literature in Babylonia”; The pro- 
fessor will then speak upon ‘‘ The Dawn of Lit- 
erature in Egypt;” March 12, Prof. Thomas 
Davidson on ‘‘ The Dawn of Literature in 
Greece and Italy”; March 19, Prof. A. V. W.

TREATISES ON TOBACCO WANTED. 


THE Secretary of Agriculture proposes to 
issue a series of Furmers’ Bulletins on tobacco, 
covering the different types and phases of the 
industry. Inthe preparation of the material 
for a number of the subjects the Secretary de- 
sires to secure full competition. He therefore 
authorizes the announcement that for the best 
article upon each of the three subjects named 
below to be selected in the manner described, 
he will pay at the rate of $15 per 1000 words. 

The papers are not to exceed 10,000 words 
in length. They are to be submitted to the 
Secretary of Agriculture not later than March 
31, 1898. They will then be placed in the 
hands of a board of examiners appointed by 
the Secretary. Those that are accepted, if 
any, will be paid for as above and will become 
the absolute propérty of the department and 
will be published under the name of the author. 
If in the opinion of this board no one of the 
papers submitted on any subject is worthy of 
publication by the department, they will all be 
rejected. The papers not accepted will be 
returned to the writers without publicity. 

If the plan is successful, other subjects may 
be announced from time totime. The present 
subjects selected are: 


_(1) Methods of Cultivation —This should treat of prac- 
ttcal work, as done in the different districts, as follows: 


Selecting the seed; the seed-bed and how prepared in the 


different tobacco districts; the time and manner of sow- 
ing the seed; the time and manner of setting out the 
plants; the cultivation, fertilization, topping, and cut- 
ting; protection from insects and diseases. 

(2) Export Tobaccos of Kentucky and Tennessee.— 
This should treat particularly of the types and character- 
istics of tobaccos adapted to each of the different foreign 
markets; the methods of curing, sorting, fermenting,and 
packing, with recommendations for such changes in 
these methods as will insure an increased price for the 
products. 

(3) The Marketing of Tobacco.—This should be treat- 
ed from the commercial side a, Cigar leaf; b, Manu- 
facturing—smoking, plug, cigarettes; c, Export. This 
should include Particularly the grading and packing of 
the different types. with suggestions as to improvements 
in existing methods. 


It is believed that paper No. 1 can be most 
Satisfactorily prepared by some one having 


had practical experience in tobacco growing, 
and that papers 2 and 3 could best be prepared 





by persons having had practical experience as 
dealers in tobacco. 

The papers submitted should be addressed 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C., and marked ‘‘ Tobacco Bulletins.” Fur- 
ther information can be obtained from Prof. 
Milton Whitney; Chief of Division of Soils, 
United States Department of Agriculture.

A SUGGESTION TO THE BOOKSELLERS’ AND 
STATIONERS’ PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION.

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 
DEAR Sir: I was pleased to read the edito- 


rial with regard to the HKooksellers’ Provident 
Association in your issue of the 20th of Novem- 


| ber. It is well that you have taken the initiative 


in the matter, as the way is thus opened for the 
discussion of the methods by which the associa- 
tion may be placed upona secure foundation and 
its continued usefulness thus be assured. The 
present difficulty must Le met in the first in- 


| stance by the immediate payment of the sums 


due the beneficiaries of deceased members. The 
obligation to do so is of the nature of a debt of 
honor. ‘Then the present plan of assessment 
must be discontinued. .A continuance of the 
plan means difficulty and disaster, ending with 
a total wreck. No society offering insurance 
upon the plan pursued by the Booksellers’ 
Provident Association has ever been able to 
continue, and the unpleasant condition which 
now obtains might have been predicted from 
the first. The inherent defect in all like plans 
of insurance is the fixed rate, which is in no- 
wise predicated upon the constantly changing 
and increasing risk. The regular insurance 
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companies are able to offer a fixed rate, be- 
cause they load that lump sum with a sufficient 
amount to provide for any ordinary contin- 
gency. The Booksellers’ Association does not 
obtain the cost of insurance, much less any 
extrasum. An attempt to patch up and con- 
tinue would be wrong in morals to the extent 
that the certain failure of such an experiment 
would be at the expenseof the fatherless and 
widow; wrong in the mathematics of insurance 
as two and two will no more make five in an. 
insurance problem than in one of plain arith- 
metic. 

There is a plan that might be adopted and 
which has been in successful use for a hun- 
dred years. I refer to the ‘‘natural”’ or 
‘‘step-rate’’ plan. This is the foundation of 
all practical insurance, whether fraternal or old 
line. This plan lends itself to ‘‘insurance at 
cost,” and meets the increasing risk by a 
gradual increase in amount of payment from 
year to year. Three or four of the largest 
fraternal insurance associations in the United 
States have recently adopted this method, and 
with happy results, flowing from renewed con- 
fidence and increasing membership. I will 
instance its working in the case of the Ameri- 
can Legion of Honor. This Society had its 
rise in 1877; its differing feature from that of 
the Booksellers’ was the grading of its assess- 
ments according to age of the initiate, and then 
continuing at that rate until the end. The 
society prospered, and in 1896 the membership 
had reached nearly seventy thousand. ‘The 
accession of new and young members had not 
been sufficient to keep the death rate per thou- 
sand down to normal and safe proportions, and 
the constant and increasing cost was a problem 
that confronted the management. In the year 
last named a crisis arrived, as in the case of 
the Provident Association now. Up to that 
time $35,000,000 (thirty-five millions) had been 
<ollected and disbursed without the loss of 
one cent. The society met every obligation 
promptly, and an accumulation of $530,000 in 
cash as a reserve fund was in evidence as to 
continued stability. Yet the lack of confi- 
dence occasioned by an unexpected and sudden 
increase in the death rate in 1896 nearly pre- 
cipitated a disaster. The membership fell off 
among the unthinking to an alarming extent. 
There had never been any lack of money to 
pay claims, but it had not been obtained on the 
tight basis of risk. The managers set about at 
once to right affairs, and notwithstanding the 
criticisms of the disaffected and the more or less 
successful attempts of the old-line companies 
to wreck a competitor, the society survives 


with its standing in insurance circles enhanced. | 


The step-rate plan put in force has proved the 
right thing and at the right time. New mem- 
bers are coming in, and the receipts in money 
have been so far in excessof the amounts needed 
for payments of death claims that $40,000 have 
been added to the reserve in less than three 
months past. 

In the limited space afforded by your col- 
umns I cannot go into further details. I have 
proposed a plan, and have given a practi- 
cal illustration of its working. I commend 
it to the managers of the Booksellers’ Provi- 
dent Association for a further looking into 
and adoption. I know where the objections 
lie, I know also that old fellows like myself 
will have to pay more than we are paying, 
which is offset by our knowing just what we 
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shall haveto pay, and the increased security that 
willcome. The adoption of the plan will work 
a hardship upon those who had little enough 
money to pay former assessments, and any in- 
crease, however trifling, will bear heavily upon 
their limited incomes. If, however, the associa- 
tion is to go on, an inducement for new members 
must be made. It must be borne in mind also 
that the competition with other and stronger 
fraternal societies must be met by just as rea- 
sonable terms as they offer. The step-rate 


plan will enable the Booksellers’ Provident 
Association to do that thing.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 


THE ReEv.’*T. E. Brown, known to the world 
as the author of ‘‘ Betsy Lee,” ‘‘ Fo’c’s’le 
Yarns,” ‘‘ The Doctor,” and other volumes 
chiefly dealing with Manx life, died suddenly 
at Clifton College, Clifton, Eng., November 
13, at sixty-six years of age. He was born in 
Braddan, on the Isle of Man. 


Rev. JAMES LEGGE, Professor of the Chinese 
language and literature at Oxford, died on 
November 29. Prof. Legge was born at Hunt- 
ly, Aberdeenshire, Scotland, in 1815. In 1831 
he entered King’s College and University and 
was graduated in 1835. He studied theology 
at Highbury Theological College, London, and 
in 1839 was appointed Missionary to the Chi- 
nese. Shortly afterward he took charge of the 
Anglo-Chinese College, founded at Malacca in 
1825. In 1843 he removed to Hong Kong, 
where he remained thirty years as missionary. 
In 1876 the chair to which he was called was 
established at Oxford. Dr. Legge’s chief 
claim to literary distinction rests upon his edi- 
tion of the Chinese Classics with English trans- 
lations and copious notes. He was largely 
concerned in preparing the series of ‘‘ The 
Sacred Books of the East,’ edited by Profes- 
sor Max Miiller, and wrote extensively for 
publication on the religions of China, Confu- 
cianism, and Taoism as compared with Chris- 
tianity. 


WILLIAM SEYMOUR TYLER, Williston profes- 
sor of Greek language and literature in Am- 
herst College, died in Amherst, Mass., Novem- 
ber 19. He was born in Hartford, Susque- 
hanna Co., Pa., September 2, 1810. He was 
licensed to preach in 1836, and was preparing 
to leave for the West as a missionary when 
he was called to Amherst to fill out an: unex- 
pired tutorshipof oneterm. He remained with 
the college until June, 1893, when he resigned, 
having held a full professorship for fifty years. 
The following is a list of the published works 
of Professor Tyler: ‘‘Germania and Agricola 
of Tacitus, with Notes for Colleges,” 1847; 
‘‘ Histories of Tacitus,” 1848 ; ‘‘ Plato’s Apo- 
logia and Crito,” 1859; ‘‘ Plutarch onthe Delay 
of the Deity,” 1861; ‘‘ Theology of Greek 
Poets,” 1867; premium essay, ‘‘Prayer for 
Colleges,” revised and enlarged repeatedly, 
1854; ‘‘ Memoir of Lobdell, Missionary to As- 
Syria,” Boston, 1859; ‘‘History of Amherst 
College,” 1873; ‘Addresses at Semi-Centen- 
nial, with Other Addresses Delivered on that 
Occasion,” 1871. Besides these works he con- 
tributed to various magazines a large ‘number 
of articles, chiefly on classical subjects. 


THE REV. NATHAN TIBBALS, a retired Meth- 
odist mini-ter and head of the Tibbals Book 
Company of New York City, died November 
Ig, at his home, 143 Gates Avenue, Brooklyn, 
in the eighty-third year of his age. Mr. Tib- 

«bals was born at Milford, Conn., September 21, 
1815. Though from an old Congregational 
family, he early embraced Methodism and 
chose the ministry as his vocation. He started 
inthe book business in 1848, making a spe- 
cialty of theological books. For years the 
business was carried on under the firm-name of 
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as the Tibbals Book Company. He was a 
member of the New York East Conference for 
fifty years, but was actively a minister for only 
about fifteen years, an affection of the throat 
compelling his retirement from the pulpit. 
Among his charges were the Old John Street 
Church of New York City, and churches at 
Orient and Riverhead, L. I., and Madison, 
Clinton, and West Suffield, Conn. Mr. Tibbals 
was the father of nine children, eight of whom, 
with Mrs. Tibbals, survive him. One son, 
John A. J., was associated with him in the 
management of the book company. 


Pror. HENRY DrisLER, who was for fifty 
years connected with the faculty of Columbia 
University, and who was dean of that institu- 
tion until 1894, died suddenly at his home in New 
York City on November 30. Professor Drisler 
was born on Staten Island, December 27, 1815. 
He was graduated from Columbia College in 
the class of 1839. In 1843 he was appointed a 
tutor of Greek and Latin in thecollege and ad- 
junct professor in the same department two 
years later. In 1857 he was appointed to the 
chair of Latin, which he held until Dr. Anthon 
died in 1867, when he was appointed Jay pro- 
fessor of Greek. During President Barnard's 
absence in Europe in 1867 Prof. Drisler was 
appointed acting president, a place which he 
again occupied in 1888 when President Barnard 
was ill. Two years later he was made dean of 
Columbia College, and he remained in that 
place until. 1894, retaining his title of Jay pro- 
fessor of the Greek language, while appearing 
in the class-room only at rare intervals. When 
Professor Drisler retired from active connec- 
tion with Columbia College, in 1894, the trus- 
tees of the college presented to him an elabo- 
rately embossed set of resolutions, expressing 
their high personal regard for him and their 
appreciation of his services in behalf of the col- 
lege, and a number of his old pupils, who had 
risen to eminence as scholars, published a 
memorial book containing a number of articles 
on classical subjects, each article written by 
one of Professor Drisler’s former pupils. Pro- 
fessor Drisler’s contributions to classical litera- 
ture have been many and important, the chief 
among them being an enlarged edition of Lid- 
dell & Scott's ‘‘ Passow’s Greek Lexicon,” 
co-operation in the seventh revised Oxford 
edition and a revised and greatly enlarged 
edition of ‘‘ Yonge’s English-Greek Lexicon,” 
and the general editorship of Harper's Classt- 
cal Sertes. 5

The other side is devoted to blank-books and 
other stationery goods—showcases displaying 
writing-papers, pocket-books, dainty  pen- 
holders, paper-cutters, inkstands, etc., com- 
bining to make that side of the store attractive. 
The ceiling is frescoed in a very attractive 
manner. The walls above the shelves are 
ornamented with fine steel engravings and 
etchings. The store is well lighted both by 
gas and electricity, the office being furnished 
with the latest improvement in movable elec- 
tric lights.

KIRCHHOFF & WIGAND, old-book dealers of 
Leipzig, have just issued their one thousandth 
catalogue. The first catalogue was issued in 
May, 1856, a month after the firm began busi- 
ness, thus making an average of two cata- 
logues a month. The members of the firm are 
Dr. Albrecht Kirchhoff, the historian of the 
German book trade who recently celebrated 
his seventieth birthday, and his brother Otto 
Kirchhoff,who became a partner in 1863. From 
the first Dr. Kirchhoff conducted the business 
alone with his brother, and has never had 
either an assistant or apprentice. This fact 
makes the achievement of Kirchhoff & Wigand 
in the production of a thousand catalogues in 
forty-one years still more remarkable. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS have just issued a 


new edition of their ‘‘ Musical Literature List,” 


compiled by Frank H. Marling. The list has 


been considerably enlarged and a great many

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new titles have been added. The classifica- 
tion of subjects has also been extended and a 
number of new topics, such as ‘* lhe Opera,” 
‘‘Song and Song Writers,’ ‘‘ Musical Instru- 
ments,” etc., are now to be found in the list. 
Any student or lover of music can therefore 
readily find in this catalogue a list of books on 
any subject relating to music in which he may 
be specially interested. The books of all the 
leading English and American publishers are 
included, making it a representative catalogue 
and a really useful guide in the choice of musi- 
cal reading. 


BUXTON FORMAN’S bibliographical work on 
the late William Morris, which will be pub- 
lished shortly by Frank Hollings, of London, 
is to be called ‘‘ The Books of William Morris 
Described, with some Account of his Doings in 
Literature and the Allied Crafts.” The volume 
contains a good deal that is biographical, anec- 
dotal, and critical, interwoven with the exact 
details of Morris bibliography, and has a con- 
siderable number of illustrations—designs by 
Morris, by Walter Crane. portraits, facsimiles 
of handwriting, etc. Besides minute descrip- 
tions of allthe edttiones principes and of their re- 
productions, there are very full lists of fugitive 
writings—articles, poems, letters, etc., pub- 
lished in magazines, reviews, newspapers, and 
other publications. 


BERNARD QUARITCH has issued a ‘‘ Catalogue 
of Monuments of Printing,’’ which isa valuable 
contribution to the bibliography of early typog- 
raphy, and a revelation of a collection remark- 
able for extent and richness. There are 643 
items listed, and the work is grouped in three 
main divisions—Typography, Xylography, and 
Bibliography. The former, which covers 297 
pages, is subdivided by countries, the books 
listed being arranged in chronological order, 
The gem of the colleciion is the vellum copy 
of the Mazarine Bible, from Lord Ashburn- 
ham’s library, which was generally supposed 
to have passed into the possession of Robert 
Hoe, but proves to be still purchasable for 
five thousand pounds. The Psalter of 1459. 
on vellum, from the library of Sir John Hay- 
ford Thorold, is listed at two hundred and 
fifty pounds more than this famous Bible; and 
Lord Ashburnham’s vellum copy of the Duran- 
dus of 1459 is another prize. Indeed the cata- 
logue abounds in items of great rarity and 
interest, and illustrates the work of the early 
presses of Germany, France, Italy, Spain, 
Great Britain, Denmark, Iceland, Southern 
America, and Asia, with remarkable fulness. 
In his preface Mr. Quaritch justly says: ‘‘ The 
collection is the fruit of assiduous gathering 
during 20 years, and although made by a mere 
bookseller is ore which many museums might 
be proud of.” The total aggregate of prices 
listed is over thirty-two thousand pounds, but 
it is hoped that the collection may be disposed |

The series began with the volume on “‘ Christo- 
pher Columbus,” continued with ‘‘ Cartier to 
Frontenac’”’ (1534-1700), ‘‘The Mississippi 
Basin” (1697-1763), and now concludes with 
‘“The Westward Movement,” which relates to 
the colonies, and the republic west of the Alle- 
ghenies, 1763-1798. The last volume is en- 
riched, as were the others, with cartographical 
illustrations from contemporary sources, and 
the four volumes form a series of extraordi- 
nary research and massing of historic facts. 
‘‘The Third Supplement to Poole’s Index to 
Periodical Literature’ covers from January, 
1892, to December, 1896. It is edited by Will- 
iam I, Fletcher, librarian of Amherst College, 
assisted by Franklin O. Poole, assistant in the 
Boston Athenzum Library, a nephew of the 
original compiler. William Frederick Poole 
died in 1894, and as is fitting, this volume con- 
tains a portrait and a biographical notice 
written by Mr. Fletcher. This supplement is 
one-third larger than either of the previous 
five-year volumes. Of the 187 sets of periodi- 
cals covered by the index sixty are entirely 
new ;that is, have not been included in any 
previous issue, and of these forty-two have 
had their origin since 1891. Twenty-three sets 
have dropped out that were represented in the 
list of five years ago, the net gain thus being 
thirtv-seven. The number of volumes of peri- 
odicals covered is 1388 as against 1068 in the 
previous supplement. 7%e Christian Union 
(now Zhe Outlook and The Independent) are in- 
dexed for the first time, and the entire set of 
Cassell’s Magazine of Art has now been in- 
cluded, thus furnishing a most valuable store 
of material on art subjects. Houghton, Mif- 
flin & Co. will be the American publishers of 
W. J. Stillman’s latest collection of articles, 
‘The Old Rome and the New.” The volume 
will be ready before the end of the year.
